Probably more than half of the cji- 
tire area of Wyoming is coal-bearing. 
Coal Is believed to exist "in 
every 


county of the state, although-in some 
portions it lies under so heavy a cover 
a« to be unworkable under present 
conditions. 
The reserves Are esti- 


mated at approximately 424,000,000,- 
000 short tons, a supply exceeding that 
of any oth«r state, with the possblle 
excetpion of North Dakota. The coals 
of North Dakota, however, are almost 
entirely lignite, with a small amount 
of subbituminous coal, whereas those 
of "Wlyoming range from subbitumi- 
nous to 
medium-grade bituminous. 


Some of the Wyoming coals go to 
markets as far distant as the Pacific 
coast. 
The coal fields of Wyominqr 


are numerous, some of them are very 
large, and they contain manya beds, 
Borne of which are very thick. -One 
bed In the southwestern part of the 
state is about 90 feet thick. 
The 


largest coal field is the PowderuRivec 
Held, Jn the northeastern part of the 
state; at least 11,000 of the 15,000 
square mllea contained in this area 
are underlain by coal beds of known 
workable thlcknes.

he name of "Georges Creek" to motr 
f the coal shipped from the 
state. 


Georges Creek coal has a hi^h rcp-

uel. The gradual exhaustion of the 
ug vein has led to the exploitation 
f some of the smaller beds in the 
Georges Creek basin, and many com- 


anies that formerly worked the big 
ein only are now mining the thinner 
eds either independently or in con- 
unction with the big vein. The totaf 
mount of.coal recoverable from tho 
.umerous small bc-cls far exceeds the 
original contents of the big vein, but 
thfty can not be so cheaply worked, 
and it appears doubtful if.
